too on Tb art day lost, wu tbe twenty-first cveni 
of tbe kind eloce the adoption of Ihfj Cotiotilu 
tloo, unless ibe awearing into office ol Mcesn 
Tyltr, Fill more and Joliosou be to dljfui&ed.— 
But although there have been twenty inangura 
;ioos of i're»ideals, only fourteen lodirlduaU 
aave beeu elected to the office, six of them,— 
Wubinftton, J«ff«rsont Hadisoa, Monroe, 
SOD and Lincoln,—having been twice chosen.— 
Three Presidents hare-died in cilice,—Harrison, 
Taylor and Lincoln,—the first after serving one 
month, the second sixteen month* and four d;.js, 
aod the tbitd six weeks, lacking eoms hours, of 
his second term.

Gen. Harrison watt inaugurated ou the 4th of 


March, 1»41. Never before bad there been Bueb 
an influx ot politician* to the Cnpltol, bent on 
obtaining ofllcu by book or by crook. The pro- 
cess ioo wbicb escorted the General from bis 
Uolol to tbe C*pitol was very fine, aud be him- 
sell mounted ou a splendid wbite charger at- 
tracted great attention. On arriving at the C.ip- 
itol, General Harrison, accompanied l>y the 
members ot Congress, the .Judges of the Su- 
preme Court, the Foreign Stltmtere and other 
distinguished persons, prueueded to the cnot 
portico uud tbe I'rcMUent elect read Ins in- 
augural.

To the Senate of the I'mttd State* : 


Since tba iiomlniUon and conflraiatiou or 


Aleiaoder T. fkewart to the ofllceof Secretary 
of the Treuury, l find that by the Sih section of 
the act of Congress approved Sept. 3, \~-'•'.> 
proTldes as follows, to wit: 


"And be It further etiacted. That DO person 


appointed to aoy ofllcu JQslitulcd by ibis 
shslt dlreetijr or Indirectly be concerned 
carrying ou the business of trade or com me ret 
or owner In whole or in port ol soy sea vessel 
or purchase by himself or another In trust fo 
him, any public lands or other public propert} 
or be concerned in tbo purchase or disposal o 
aoy public securltkaof any Stateorol the United 
States, or lako and apply to his own use any 
emolument ol gain for negotiating or trans*flin| 
any business in tbat department other than that 
wiilch shall be allowed by law, and If any person 
•hall offend afainat any of the provisions of t his 
act he shall be deemed Kullty of a high misde- 
meanor, and forfeit to the United States iho pen 
ally ot $3,000, and shall upon coiivictlou b» re- 
moved from olllce aud forever thereafter be iu 
capable of Holding any office under the United 
States; provided, that any other sad not a pub- 
iic prosecutor shall ^ive information of auy such 
offeuse upou which aprooccutioc sod conviction 
shall be bad—cue halt ol said penalty ot $:.,000, 
when recovered, shall be tor the use of in« pt-r-
